The newspapers 
report in brief and graphic telling a short, 
but cloody engagement between Spaniards 
defending Santiago and the rough riders, 
who are romantic figures in the American 
army. The engagement has aroused popular 
interest toa great pitch and the war de- 
prea had scarcely opened for business 

fore a crowd of newspaper men and 
others interested had filied the hall and the 
vieimity of the bulletin boards, seeking for 
official information that would supply data 
missing from the press accounts. It was 
not until nearly noon that the first cable- 
gram came from Shafter as _ follows:

direction would be justified. Two 
railway survey parties were expected 
here shortly to explore for a railwa 
route by way of Peace river throu 
Northern British Columbia to Tele- 
graph Creek, and their work will add 
greatly to what is already known 
regarding the value of the Omenica and 
possibly adjoining new diggings, and 
the route tothem, A’sum of $15,000 
has been provided for the opening up 
of a trail northwest from Edmonten. 
It is expected that this sum will be 
plared at the disposal of the North- 
west government, who will provide an 
equal amount to extend the road now 
open to Peace River on to Ne!'son 
river, and possibly further, on the 
direct Edmonton route to‘ the Pelly 
and Yukon. To the direct north ex- 
penditures are being continued in 
testing for petroleum on the Atha- 
basca and arrangements are being 
made for negotiating a treaty with 
the Indians of the Peace and Atha- 
basca river regions next year, so that 
that vast country, which is directly 
and unquestionably a market for Al- 
berta products, will be thrown open as 
a field for enterprise of all kinds, and 
we may therefore look for great and 
rapid development there. Taken al- 
together the outlook was highly 
favorable. It had begun to be appar- 
ent to the people here, and to the 
people elsewhere as well, that we had 
not made any mistake in choosing 
this far western district of Alberta as 
the field for our exertions. This was | 
the region where Canada was great in 
valuable territory. In the east it was 
but a strip along the great lakes and 
the St. Lawrence. Even in Manitoba 
there was only about 100 miles of 
farming country between the bound- 
ary line and Lake Winnipeg. But 
here along both sides of the Rocky 
Mountains there was a stretch of 
country 1,500 miles in length, valu- 
able for grazing, for agriculture or for 
mining throughout that distance, and 
it was a question whether the most 
northerly or the most southerly part 
was the most valuable. It was a great 
country and was worthy of the best 
exertions of its people. As the par- 
liamentary representative of Alberta 
he deeply felt his responsibility. The 
interests of the district had been his 
first consideration and he was more 
than gratified to find that he was 30 
thoroughly in accord with the people 
whom he had the honor to represent.

H. F. Davis, the well known old- 
time trader, came in from his post at 
Fort Vermilion on the Peace river, 
four hundred miles below the crossing 
on Thursday. The trip in occupied 
thirty days, the total distance being 
800 miles. The route travelled was 
up the Peace to the Peace river 
crossing, thence overland to Lesser 
Slave lake and down Slave lake and 
river and the Athabasca river to the 
Landing. Mr. Davis was accompanied 
on the trip from Vermilion to Slave 
lake by 8S. Lawrence and Harry 
Panter and from the lake he brought 
a party of returning Klondikers. The 
Harris Bros. also accompanied him 
from Peace river crossing.

T ud with a band of cattle,but one of

is always the case, but afew will re 
main and prospect and some, of 
course, will strike it rich. 
Speaking of the fur trade, in which 
he has been engaged for many years, 
! Mr.Davis says the fur bearing animals 
of the north are becoming rapidly 
extinct. The scarcity of marten is 
particularly noticable. The only ex- 


{ceptions are the beaver, which seem 


to be more plentiful than in the past 
year or two. All the other more 
valuable fur bearing animals are de- 
creasing to an alarming extefit. This 
decrease he attributes to the fact that 
in past years the Indian hunters 
when they found one breed of fur- 
bearing animals becoming scarce, 
would cease hunting them for a couple 
of years and devote their attention to 
other animals, thus giving the first 
a chance to multiply. Of late years, 
however, the hunting and trading 
competition has been more keen, and, 
as a result, the Indians have hunted 
and trapped indiscriminately and the 
results are shown in the small catch 
of this year. Last season’s catch was 
not as large as that of the preceding 
year aud this year the amount secured 
ws materially less than that of the 
preceding season. The Klondike 
travel also served to make the catch 
lighter as many of the hunters were 
enabled to make their living as guides, 
and by other means, and so did no 
trapping. 

Another matter which Mr. Davis 
referred to was the decimation by a 
strange scrofulous disease, of the 
Beaver Indians, whose hunting

disease being contagious is rapidly 
spreading. Three years ago, he says, 
there were three Indians where there 
is one now. At Vermillion a large 
number of hunters lived a few 
years ago, today there are only niae 
hunters there acd four or five of these 
are afflicted with the disease. At 
Hay nmver, where he goes twice a year 
to trade, there are now 18 or 19 
hunters whereas a few years ago there 
were three times that many. A child 
hardly ever lives to be five years old. 
In ten years, Mr. Davis says, there 
will hardly be an Indian in the coun- 
try. The ultimate result of this great 
mortality, Mr. Davis predicts, will 
be that the fur-bearing animals will 
increase and f«r will become more 
plentiful every year. 

Mr. Davis has been an invalid for 
the past several years and on his 
journeys to and from his post has had 
to be carried from boat to wagon, on 
making the portages. This year how- 
ever,he is improving and stronger than 
he has been for years. He expects to 
start back on the return journey in 
about a week.
